THE CHINESE THE COMING RAGE. 

The followirg articto’ wis’ communicated 
to the Straits Times: — 

A Rangoon paper remarks that it ia yen- 
erally believed that before the oxpiration 
of another century. the. Taline-Burman 
race will be nimost, if nat quite extinct. 
‘Chis lends to: tho consideration of how long 
it ig possible’ for the’ Malaysian to exist. 
‘thd genera habits of the Maley, like 
those of the Barman, are such as afford 
every opportunity fur a pushing, thrifty, 
froguh Induetrivas race to outrun them ‘in 
the rac ify ; net only indeed to oatran 
them, but even to oust thaw from overy 


kind of employ and leave them to starve.” 


This raceis-at hand and is’ rapidly cver- 
running the Malnysian Penirtisula, The 
Chiness are emigrating westward by thou- 
sands weekly ; the first port thoy reach is 
Singapors, and numbers of them stay here ; 
‘oLitrs going’ to Matacea; Penang, Burma 
and India, Ou account of the great strag- 
gle fort lif that. owing ta tha enormous 
popilation, exists in China, the Celestial is 
patticalarly well adapted by hia carly 
traitting to cops with the effeminate Mulay, 
Barman and Tndian, sud to succeed in 
defeating any or all of them. ‘Phat’ this 
is trac as-regards the Malay (ia evident 
from tha fact that im tho Straits Seltle- 
monts he is ouly omploped as a ayes, a 
gardsner, OF a policonian ; he does a lit- 
tle tighing, but even in this: branch of in- 
dustry the Chinaman is ahead of him. The 
vocation of a policeman is just suited to the 
Malay, but particularly ‘unsuited to the 
Celestial, lence in this one particalar line 
he will bu left undisturbed. He is indo 
Tent to, a degree and will not. labour be- 
yond the: extent that is absolutely nesus- 
gary to ensure him hisfvod. He fyrtunately 
has no very victuus habils-as have the Bar- 
man and some Indiun, races, but his innate 
idloness ia auilicient to -bring about ‘his ex- 
tinetion, In the Nutive States he has just 
tho ghost of -a chanco of holding ovt a 
while longer, but itia not difficult to fore. 
aco that cven on his own ground} lio is 
heavily handicapped when running against 
the Celestial. “The Malay. woman is little 
better than the man, lence the- race. is 
dwarfed and stuntod, and is in no way to 
he corhpared eithor physically or- mentally 
with the opposing rave. - Eveu his language, 
atang rate in those Settlements, is giving 
way to a kind of corrupt patoia that he him- 
self does not usdursiand, Al} these causes 
combined vender it positively certain 
that a hybrid race of Chineso will 
by and by inhabit the Malayan Peninsnia, 
Now, if wo travel further north jand takes a 
view of Burma, we observe the same pro- 
gress going on, only there the Chinamun is 
assisted in his work of monopoly by the 
energetic Musaglman from the North Weat 
Provinces of India; but the former has the 
lead. ‘There ara causes at work there that 
teuder the work of ousting the Burman 
evon more casy than that of removing the 
Malay: The former, in addition to being 
indolent, is a victim toa namber of bad 
habits; he is s confirmed gambler, an in- 
veterate opium eater; he doce not hesitate 
to use nlcoholic stimulants when he can 
web them; hho is bratal to a degree, 
holding human life of no value. When 
offended. he will have. recourse to the 
dah and kill) or wound any person 
who laippens to be in his way. Now 
the Burmese woman is tha ‘very up- 
posite,of this; ale is hard working, and, 
asia rule, supports tha household, is in 
faut the Lread-wiuner; her life is therefore 
one of drudgery although sho enjoys more 
liberty than auy other eastera woman. It 
is a fact thut the Burman possesses splendid 
pliysique, but oven that will not stand to 


{himlong. The Burmesa woman willrgarry, 


or live with the mun.of any nation + while 
tho Burman will never marry out of his 
nation. ‘Lo him thore is uo woman like his 
own. The Burmese weman has, however, 
a very shrewd idea of business, add ean 
fully appreciate the value cof an energatic, 
pomorering business-like man; sho is 
hard working, frugal woman, par excellence, 
if we except a little pardonable extravag- 
anca in showy garments ; hence she is mach 
more likely to select as her future partaer 
a businesa man, than an idle Burman vaga- 
bond, " Tho Chinaman therefore, gets pos- 
session of the best woman, after tho Eur- 
opeans have had their choice ; then the more 
cnergetic natives of India select numbers, 
and the Burman gets what ialeft. Itie not 
thon difficult te understand how the Burman 
may first dwindle down toa mere shadow 
and then Josv his identity altogether. In the 
meantime the Celestial ts overrunniig Bur- 
tah 58 rapidly as he is populating Malaysia 
The last industry left in the hands of the 
Buran was that of paddy cultivation, but 
oven that is passing rapidly to tho Chinese 
and Indians, and it may safely be stited 
that o quarter of a contury hence. will sce 
Rangoon as much Chiueso as is now Si 

pore. Siam will share the same fate, in fact 
the prolific Chinesé, not being able to find 
the wherewithal to live on in their own 
country, must ind an outlet, and it is only 
a question of time .io have them teeming 
not only all over the east, bit all over tho 
world. ‘They have raised the joss honas in 
Australia and America, and it will not be 
long ere cther Christian countries will wit- 
hess the same thing. As far as the Colonial 
and Indian Governments are concerned, it 
is quite possible they wonld just as soon 


have Chinese or hybrid Chinese subjects as. 


vither Malays, Burmese or Indians; there 
is no doubt but that, from a progressive 
viewpoint, the countries would be the gainer. 
Itis hopeless to expect development from 
the present oceupants, ~
